Western Farmers are Holding Wheat 
Calgary.—Despite the fact that 
wheat prices are good and gradually 
going up, farmers in Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba particularly, 
are holding back their wheat offerings 
in large quantities. This stat»-ment 
was made recently by Mr. Wm. 
Rosser of the Manitoba Grain Grow- 
ers, who is in the city. There is a 
great demand for export wheat at the 
present time, in fact more than there 
istin sight. Canada at the present 
time is called upon to supply the Brit- 
ish markets. This is due to the Argen- 
tine shortage, which usually supplies 
that market. Locusts and frost has 
damaged the Argentine crops to the 
extent of nearly 75,000,000 bushels less 
that was their output for last year. 

In the northwestern parts of the 
States there is a marked shortage on 
account of farmers holding back, and 
in the big centres like Chicago and 
Minneapolis, there is not nearly so 
much wheat on hand as in former 
years. 

Wheat receints are showing a fall- 
ing off all Canadian points, and 
this will have the necessary effect of 
keeping the present prices up.

onto, a Spezzla at Buffalo If a riv- 
alry in armament upon the great lakes 
be once begun, no man can prophecy 
to what extent it might ultimattly be 
carried. If it is our duty and our in- 
terest as a nation to put such power 
on the salt seas that we can defend 
our rights and dependencies in distant 
regions, and at the same time keep 
actual war’s theatre away from our 
shores, it is also both our duty and 
our interest to continue the Pacific 
status in North America, and to bar 
forever from this continent the Euro- 
pean military rivalry that grows more 
intolerable than actual war. 

“This republic is dedicated to peace. 
So, also is this continent.” 


Britain Same as Ever 


London.—The Pilgrims, under the 
presidency of Sir Henry Mortimer 
Durand, gave a farewell dinner to

Naval Programme Adopted by ‘the 
Government Involves Construction 
of Three Cruisers and Four De- 
stroyers—Cruisers for Pacific Coast 
and Destroyers for Atlantic—Total 
Number of Officers and Men 1,408. 


Ottawa.—The plans submitted by 
the admiralty and the war office at 
the Imperial Defence conference of 
last summer for the naval and mili- 
tary detence of Canada in ‘co-opera- 
tioh with the imperial force and on 
which the proposed action of the gov- 
ernment is based, were laid on’ the 
table of the house by the Hon. L. P.

Too Many Jews in Legal Profession 
St. Petersburg.—Because of the 
reat number of Jews who have enter- 
ed the legal profession since 1905, the 
minister of justice has further limited 
the percentage of Jewish students who 
may be eligible for admission to the 
bar. Hereafter only thirty-five per 
cent: of those living within the pale— 
that is, within the Ryssian district, 
where many reside onl¥ such Jews as 
have been admitted by snecial~ favor 
of the government—will be | eligible, 
and 20 per cant. outside the pale. 
Formerly the’ percentages were fifty 
and thirty respectively. The profes- 
sion of the law wes closed practically 
to uhe Jews prior to 1905 by reason of 
the discretionary power vested in the 
mininster of justice, none having been 
accepted as fully qualified advocates 
during the thirteen years preceding 
that date.

He pointed 
out the immense value of the land he 
had taken possession of for Canada, 
saying that while Peary and Oook 
claimed the expensive luxury or hav- 
ing discovered an invisible point eall- 
ed the North Pole, he had established 
Canada’s claim to the whole of the 
Arctic Archipeligo, The land he had 
claimed for Canada was not less than 
600,000 square miles in extent. It 
teems with animal life, such as musk 
ox and deer, while the fisheries which 
thus pass into Canada’s possession 
were of such magnitude that if New- 
foundland were to come into the

Winnipeg.—For the first time in the 
history of immigration into Canada 
the movement from the United States 
in the month of September exceeded 
that from all déther countries com- 
bined The welcome which the Ameri+ 
can settlers have received in Canada 
has always been an exceedingly cord- 
ial one, their contribution to the ma- 
terial prosperity of the west being 
very great. The total immigration 
from the United States for the calen- 
dar year will be about 75,000, com- 
pared with a total last year of 59,000, 
and for the previous year of 58,000,

Banks Refuse Abdul Hamid Money “ 


Berlin.—The Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many holds, $3,000,000 deposited by 
Abdul Hamid before he was deposed 
as Sultan of Turkey, and which, ac- 
cording to, the Frankfuerter Zeitung, 
the present Ottoman ruler proposes to 
recover through legal action. It is 
learned here that the Imperial Bank 
is willing to surrender the money if 
the order for the same bears the signa- 
ture of the former Sultan, authenticat- 
ed by the special seal adopted by him 
when the deposit was made. 

At that time Abdul Hamid entered 
into a strict compact with officers of 
the bank, under which no withdrawél 
from this account was to be permitted 
except on authority of the special seal. 
Apparently the Turkish government is 
not aware of this deposit until recent- 
ly, when a letter sent by the bank to 
Abdul referring to the account falling 
into the hands of Mahommed Schefket 
Pasha, inspector general of the army. 
The inspector general forwarded the 
letter to Abdul Hamid. 

Subsequently the royal prisoner 
signed an order on the bank for the 
money, but his signature was not ac- 
companied with the seal, which he 
averred had been lost. 


France Troubled About the Budget 
Paris:—France is having her budg- 
etary crisis. 
additional taxation is carried in the 
pending budget, the new taxes being 
principally levied on autos, tobacco, 
wines and inheritance. In the last 
mentioned class there is an increase 
of $10,000,000 over last year, 

Much opposition to the budget has 
developed and the liquor interests al- 
ready have takenspart in one big pub- 
lie demonstration. Many denuties 
shrink from meeting the constituents 
in the coming electimns, after having 
voted for the big increase in taxation. 
Nevertheless the cabinet remains firm, 
contending that pending schemes¢ for 
workmen’s pensions and other popular 
mensures involve new expenditure. 
which should be met by taxation and 
not. by loans, and has decided to stake 
its existence and demand a vote of 
confidence next week. 


Stricter Truancy Laws 


Edmonton, Alta.—The Alberta legis 
lature will convene for the next se# 
sion on or about January 15, the same 
date as last year. Stricter legislation 
governipg truancy in public schools in 
Alberta will be introduced at the di- 
rection of the attorney-general’s de- 
partment, 

While no announcement can be ob- 
tained from the department the legis- 
lation is being prepared and will be 
introduced early in the session. The 
present truancy laws in force in the 
nrovince are antedated and practical- 
ly have no effect whatever on the reg- 
ulation of truancy.

solved as IHeggal—One of the Most 
Far-Reaching Judgments Delivered 
in United States, 


St. Paul, Minn.—The government 
wins its suit against the Standard Oil 
company. The United States circuit 
court ordered the company dissolved 
rr ‘pronounced it an illegal corpora- 
tion. ' 

This case was heard in the United 

_ States circuit court at St. Louis, in 
April, 1909, by circuit ‘court Judge 
Sanborn, of St. Paul; Vandeventer of 
Cheyenne; Hook, of Leavenworth, and 
Adams, of St. Louis. It was by t 
to enjoin John D. Rockefeller, 7 
Rockefeller, Henry F. Flager, Henry 
H. Rogers, John D. Archbold, Oliver 
H. Payne, Charles M. Pratt, the 
Standard Oil Co., of New Jersey, and 
about seventy otlfer corporations from 
maintaining a combination and con- 
spitacy in restraint of trade, .to 
monopolize inter-state and interna- 
tional commerce and the decree grants 
the injunction sought by the govern- 
ment. J ‘ 

The case is one cf fhe most notable 
in the history of the nation, on ac- 
count of the important industrial and 
legal questions, and the vast financial 
interests involved The evidence filled 
21 volumes, and occupied more than 
10,000 printed pages, erd the argu- 
ments of the counsel more than 3,000 
printed pages. The nature of the case 

_and the character of the decision ap- 

ear from the syllabus of Judge San- 
rn’s opinion, which reads: 

“Congress has power under the com- 
mercial power of the constitution to 
regard and restrict the use in com- 
merce among the several states and 
with foreign nations of contracts, of 
the method of holding title to property 
and of every other instrumentality 
employed in that commerce so far as 
it may be necessary to do so in order 
to prevent the restraint thereof as de- 
nounced by the anti-trust act of Jyl:

New Penitentiary for Calgary 
Calgary.—‘‘The government fully re- 
cognizes the fact that more jail ac- 
commodation should be provided ‘for 
Calgary and district and have already 


commenced the necessary steps in | qu 


order to secure the required ground 
in the near vicinity of Calgary, and 
will in the near future begin the erec- 
tion of a penitentiary o1 sufficient ca- 
pacity to serve the needs of the dis- 
trict for some years to come.” ' 

The above statement was made by 
Premier Rutherford when his atten- 
tion was called to the fact that five 
of the six prisoners sentenced in the 
police court to serve terms in the 
tarracks by Col. Walker were refused 
admittance there by Supt. Deane ow- 
ing to lack of room. The proposed 
new penitentiary will be used for 
short term convicts, that is, prisoners 
sentenced for two years or less, as it 
is the duty of the federal authorities 
to look ufter convicts sentenced for 
over two years. 

At present the prisoners are kept 
in the mounted police guard room 
where there is only proper accommo- 
dation for 60 prisoners, though as 
high as 80 or 90 have been kept in the 
quarters. 


Western Farmers are Holding.Wheat 
Calgary.—Despite the fact that 
wheat prices~are good and gradually 
going up, farmers in Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba _ particularly, 
are holding back their wheat offerings 
in large quantities. This stat+ment 
was made recently by. Mr. 
Rosser of the Manitoba Grain Grow- 
ers, who is ‘in the ‘city. There is a 
great demand for export wheat at the 
resent time,’in fact more than there 
is in sight. Canada at the present 
time is called upon to supply the Brit- 
ish markets: 
tine shortage, which usually supplies 
that market. Locusts and frost has 
damaged the Argentine crons, to the 
extent of nearly 75,000,000 bushels less 
that was their outnut for last year. 

In the northwestern parts of the 
States there is a marked shortage on 
account of farmers holding back, and 
in the big centres like Chicago and 
Minneapolis, there is not nearly so 
much wheat on hand as in former 
years. : 

Wheat receints are showing a fall- 
ing off at all Canadian points, and 
this will have the necessary effect of 
keeping the present prices up.

innespotis Journal Sayd the Great 
Lakes Must Not Become a 
_ Mediterranean 


_Minneapolis.—Commenting _ editori- 
ally on the iriternational question of 
the great lakes naval militia which 
is oe now causing so, much diplo- 
matic interchange of ideas, the Jour- 
nal says: 

“Canada is within her rights if she 
has given notice that she will refuse 
consent to the presence of any more 
practice ships for our naval militia 
on the great lakes. The refusal we 
may construe as too cynical an inter- 

retatior of her rights under the 

ush-Bagot convention, but we are 
bound by formal obligation to respect 
her refusal. ; 

‘Moreover, the convention that has 
neutralized the great lakes is a bless- 
ing, both to the Dominion and to this 
republic.. No minor irr#tation or in- 
convenience due to that convention 
should be permitted to make it un- 


ular. 

Pothe great lakes must not become a 
Mediterranean, with a Gibralter at 
Mackinac, a Malta &t Put-In-Bay, a 
Toulon at Duluth, a Bizerta at Tor- 
onto, a Spezzla at Buffalo If a riv- 
alry in armament upon the great lakes 
be once begun, no man can prophecy 
to what extent it might ultimately be 
carried. If it is our duty and our in- 
terest as a nation to put such power 
on the salt seas that we can defend 
our rights and dependencies in distant 
regions, and at the same time keep 
actual war’s theatre away from our 
shores, it is also both our duty and 
our interest to continue the Pacific 
status in North America, and to bar 
forever from this continent the Euro- 
pean military rivalry that grows more 
intolerable than actual war. 

“This republic is dedicated to peace. 
So, also is this continent.”

Colonel 8. C. Dunlop, Commissioner 
of the Georgia bureau of industries 
and irrigation; Congressman Jas. T. 
Lloyd, of Missouri; Professor A. EB. 
Chamberlain, of South Dakota, and 
Dr. Cyril Hopkins, of the Illinois 
Agricultural college. 

Senator Borah proclaimed his entire 
sympathy with the. purpose of the 
congress, and laid. special stress on 
the sorrowful condition of affairs that 
would pagmit 70,000 of the strongest 
and most progressive citizens of the 
United States to seek farms in Canada 
and take $100,000,000 with them.

OPEN DEFIANCE BY MILLERS CANADA'S FLEET UNIT 


United States Government Issues Or- 
ders to Inspectors to Seize all 
: Bleached Flour 


Washington.—Open defiance by mil- 
lers of the United States government's 
warning to cease the manufacture of 
bleached flour on pain of seizure, has 
led the secretary of agriculture to take 
drastic action. An order has been is- 
sued by Secretary Wilson to inspectors 
of the department of agriculture to 
seize all of the bleached flour in the 
country and information has been re- 
ceived here that as a result of that 
action fourteen consignments compris- 
ing several hundred carloads were 
taken in the west recently. 

Further seizures are expected. The 
millers had -beén ordered to stop the 
manufacture of this kind of flour, 
but it is said a number of them dis- 
regarded the secretary's command, 

It is supposed here that about 
$1,000,000 of bleached flour was manu- 
factured during the past year and 
that most of what remains of it is in 
the east, especially in and about New 
York. 

About a year ago the department of 
agriculture following an investigation 
and experiments, decided that, bleach- 
ed flour is injurious to health. Then 
the Secretary issued an order to pre- 
vent the manufacture of such flour 
but for various reasons the millers 
were allowed six months to dispose of 
their stock. Some of them obeyed the 
order, it is said, but others continued 
their operations. 


Will Not Compromise Budget 


London,—Walter Runciman, _ presi- 
dent of the board. of education, speak- 


nouncement in behalf of the govern- 
ment that it would refuse to enter- 
tain any negotiations of compromise 
with the peers over the budget. Be- 
yond this announcement all is con- 
jecture regarding the development. of 
the pelitical situation.

Premier Asquith will 
resign on the rejection of the budget. 
Others believe that he will ask the 
king to create a large body of Liberal 
peers, recalling that the Irish church 
disestablishment bill was allowed by 
the lords on Gladstone’s threat to 
create new peers.

Too Many Jews in Legal Profession 

St. Petersburg.—Because of the 
great number of Jews who have enter- 
ed the legal profession since 1905, the 
minister of justice has further limited 
the percentage of Jewish students who 
may be eligible for admission to the 
bar. Hereafter only thirty-five per 
cent. of those living within the pale— 
that is, withiny the Russian district, 
where many reside only such Jews as 
have been admitted by snecial favor 
of the government—will be eligible, 
and 20 per cent, outside the pale. 
Formerly the percentages were fifty 
and thirty respectively. The profes- 
sion of the law was closed practically

SEVEN WARSHIPS TO BE BUILT 
FOR NAVY 


Naval Programme Adopted by the 
Government Involves Construction 
of Three Cruisers and Four. De- 
stroyers—Cruisers for Pacific Coast 
and Destroyers for Atlantic—Total 
Number of Officers and Men 1,408. 


Ottawa.—The plans submitted by 
the admiralty and the war office at 
the Imperiai Defence conference of 
last summer for the naval and mili- 
tary detence of Canada in co-opera- 
tion with the imperial force and on 
which the proposed action of the gov- 
ernment is based, were laid on the 
table of the house by the Hon. L. P. 
Bordeur, 

In brief, the naval programme 
adopted by the government involves 
the construction of three cruisers of 
improved Bristol class, and four de- 
stroyers of improved river class cost- 
ing, for the cruisers, about five and 
| three quarter millions and fon the de- 
stroyers about a million and ‘a half, 
with an annual outlay for mainten- 
ance of something like two million 
‘dollars. Tw- of the cruisers will be 
placed on the Pacific coast and one 
cruiser with the four destroyers on 
the Atlantic coast. The total num- 
ber of officers and men for this nu- 
cleus of a fleet is estimated at 1,408, 
with a payroll of about $400,000 with 
an extra $100,000 for victualling 

In respect to the military proposals 
a provision is made for the extension 
of the plan of co-operation already un- 
der way in connection with the imper- 
ial general staff; the exchange of of- 
ficers and the training of the Canadian 
troops upon a common system of im- 
perial organization. 

In a memorandum submitted to the 
| conference detailing the general pro- 
posals of the chief of imperial general 
staff, General W. G. Nicholson, it is 
pointed out, that the military force of 
the British empire, including the 
Indian army and the troops of over- 
seas dominions, amount to the total of 
nearly 1,200,090 officers and men who 
‘ean be called to arms in event of war, 
| but that as a matter of fact, owing to 
the distribution and the various calls 
on those troops for garrison end other 
duties, the force available by its terms 
of. service, for expeditionary action in 
any part of the world, whether offens- 
ive or defensive in its nature, is al- 
most insignificant when compared 
with vast armies of the continental 
powers, and Janan.

Bernier Adds Land to Canada 

Montreal.—Oapt. Bernier greatly de- 
lighted a capacity audience at the 
wekly lunéheon of the Canadian club 
of Montreal, when he gave an address 
on his recent Arctic trip. He pointed 
out the immense value of the land he 
had taken possession of for Canada, 
saying that while Peary and Cook 
claimed the expensive luxury or ‘hav- 
ing discovered an invisible point call- 
ed the North Pole, he had established 
Canada’s claim to the whole of the 
Arctic Archipeligo. The land he had 
claimed for Canada was not less than 
900,000 square miles in extent. It 
teems with animal life, such as musk 
ox and deer, while the fisheries which 
thus pass into Canada’s possession 
were of such magnitude that if New- 
foundland were to come into the 
Canadian federation Canada would 
control the fish markets of: the world. 
A very large quantity of land was also 
coal bearing.
